COMMUNITY AFFAIRS

DEPARTMENT OF COMMUNITY AFFAIRS
OVERVIEW

The Department of Community Affairs (DCA) is committed to responding to the needs of local governments and select community groups
throughout the State. The Department provides technical, advisory, and financial assistance to communities and individuals. Services are provided
through partnerships with public, private, and non-profit entities in an effort to improve the quality of life of all New Jerseyans. DCA administers
a broad range of functions and programs such as housing assistance, building safety standards, safety in the workplace (including amusement rides
and ski lifts), local government financial assistance and oversight, and services to the disadvantaged and other social groups with unique needs.

The Community Development Management component of the Department’s budget directs resources to the fiscal affairs of units of local
government, community housing needs, and safety code enforcement and standards for buildings and other structures. The fiscal 2002 Budget
continues to convey substantial amounts of State Aid to municipalities, much of which is targeted to the state’s neediest areas. State Aid payments
are recommended in the amount of $994 million, an increase of $99 million over the fiscal 2001 level of funding, which will enable local officials
to meet essential public safety and other service needs while averting burdensome levels of property taxation. The Department’s oversight of local
budgetary practices and fiscal affairs and other programs of local assistance help maintain the quality and integrity of New Jersey’s local
governments.

This Budget features an increase of $43.8 million for the Consolidated Municipal Property Tax Relief Aid program, which at $832 million is the
single largest municipal aid program in the State Budget. The Special Municipal Aid Act, which provides assistance to eligible communities
experiencing serious fiscal distress, is funded at $47 million in this Budget. The Regional Efficiency Development Initiative Grant program (REDI)
is again funded at $10 million, while the Regional Efficiency Aid Program (REAP) is funded at $25 million. The Extraordinary Aid Program will
be funded at $25 million, while the Legislative Municipal Block Grant Program will be funded at $33.8 million.

This Budget recommends $55.6 million for housing assistance programs to continue to put more units of safe, decent housing within the financial
grasp of low- and moderate-income households. These programs create affordable housing, prevent homelessness, fund shelters for the homeless,
and preserve neighborhoods. The fiscal 2002 Budget includes funding of $15 million for the Brownfields Redevelopment Grants initiative, which
makes grants available to municipalities for the acquisition and remediation of brownfields in cases where the land has no realistic prospect of
attracting a private developer. This Budget also continues two Special Urban Services initiatives created in fiscal 2000: the Downtown Living
Initiative, funded at $7.5 million, and the College/University Homebuyers’ Fund at $2.5 million. Administration of multiple dwelling, construction,
and fire safety codes and standards are also funded at levels sufficient to sustain or make modest improvements over current efforts.

The Social Services component of the Department’s budget funds community-based assistance programs and statewide advocacy efforts targeted
to the needs of women, the Hispanic community, and economically disadvantaged groups. Fiscal 2002 resources will continue a wide variety of
services and programs including aid to community resource and action centers, assistance to displaced homemakers and victims of domestic
violence, Hispanic citizens, and the urban poor. This Budget will allocate $15 million in State funds and $38 million in federal and dedicated funds,
in the form of payments to community organizations and local governments to help deliver these services.

The Office of State Planning is funded at $2.1 million in the fiscal 2002 Budget. The Office was transferred from the Department of the Treasury
to the Department of Community Affairs in fiscal 1999.

OBJECTIVES

To maintain the fiscal integrity of local government units, and
provide intense financial, professional, and technical assistance
in strengthening their fiscal, managerial, and functional systems.

To continue neighborhood preservation and balanced housing
activities throughout the State by providing grants and technical
assistance to municipalities for the establishment of neighbor-
hood rehabilitation programs, the development of revitalization
strategies, planning and sustainable development concepts, and
construction of low and moderate income housing.

To provide for the protection of the health, safety, welfare, and
rights of the residents of the State’s rooming and boarding
homes.

To preserve the existing multi-family housing stock in the State
and protect the health and safety of the occupants.

To protect the public safety by ensuring that all buildings
constructed in New Jersey meet required uniform construction
standards.

To ensure that all the areas of the State are protected by a
uniform, minimum fire safety code and that uniform and
thorough fire safety inspections protect the public wherever
buildings, which pose a serious life safety hazard, are found.

To protect purchasers of units in condominiums, cooperatives,
retirement communities and other planned real estate develop-
ments by regulating such developments and requiring full and
fair disclosure in their disposition.

To provide federal rental assistance payments to low-income
families and rehabilitation of existing housing units, with a
special emphasis on services to the mentally and physically
challenged.

To provide a central staff agency to serve as a clearinghouse and
information and referral service on general municipal law, local
government problems and matters of concern to local officials.

To maximize the effectiveness of existing landlord/tenant laws
and regulations by means of programs of information, education,
training, outreach and enforcement, and to perform functions
mandated by the Truth in Renting Act and tenants’ rights
legislation.

To continue providing to the residents of the State the
opportunity to acquire low- and moderate-income housing
through the efforts of the Council on Affordable Housing.

To continue addressing the needs of the homeless through
prevention measures and to provide adequate shelter through
rehabilitation and expansion of existing shelters.

To continue the orderly development of the Hackensack
Meadowlands emphasizing solid waste management, the
development of DeKorte Park and mass transit needs while
ensuring the environmental integrity of the 20,000-acre district.

To prevent injuries to persons and damage to property from
liquefied petroleum gases, and to prevent injuries and fatalities to
the public on carnival amusement rides and ski lifts, boilers,
machinery, pressure vessels, and refrigeration systems.

Housing Code Enforcement. Inspects, registers, and issues
appropriate certificates of registration and occupancy for hotels,

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motels and multiple dwellings; encourages participation in the
cooperative housing inspection program; and maintains a
statewide inventory of hotels and multiple dwellings.

Housing Services. Provides services in such areas as the
Relocation Assistance program (C52:31B-1), the Neighborhood
Preservation program (P.L. 1975, ¢.248 and c.249), the Balanced
Housing program (Fair Housing Act of 1985, C52:27D-10), the
regulation of limited dividend and non-profit housing agencies
(C55:16-1 et seq.), assistance to established housing authorities
(C55:14A-1) and redevelopment agencies (C40:55C-1), and
administers a federally funded leased housing assistance
program, the Small Cities Community Development Block Grant
program, and the HOME Investment Partnerships program. The
Prevention of Homelessness program provides assistance for the
homeless by providing emergency accommodations, rental
assistance, and interest rate subsidies to low- and moderate-in-
come families for affordable housing. The Shelter Assistance
program provides assistance for construction of emergency
shelters and services for the homeless.

Special Urban Services. Under the guidance of the Urban
Coordinating Council, provides for the effective coordination of
urban policies between State agencies and communities to
improve the physical, economic, and social life of the State’s
urban areas.

Local Government Services. Provides assistance to local
governments and authorities in developing and strengthening
managerial, planning, and financial competence; provides
oversight and research on local government financial activities
and ethics programs; administers property tax relief State aid to
municipalities; assists fiscally distressed municipalities with
financial and management support; administers grants and
program support to shared service programs; assists local
governments and schools with procurement law assistance and
oversees public school construction contracting activities;
administers certification and continuing education programs for
local officials; oversees local government-deferred compensa-
tion programs and length of service award programs to volunteer
fire and rescue organizations; and assists the public in resolving
problems with their local governments.

Uniform Construction Code. Ensures that all buildings are
constructed to meet uniform standards; ensures that all local
construction code officials are competent through a licensing
program and all pre-manufactured buildings shipped into the
State conform to the code (C55:13A-1, C52:27B-119);
administers the New Home Warranty program (C46:3B-1 et
seq.); and enforces the Planned Real Estate Full Disclosure Act
(C45:22A-1).

Boarding Home Regulation and Assistance. Provides for the
health, safety and welfare of all those who reside in rooming and
boarding houses in the State; promotes the growth and continued
improvement of boarding homes; and ensures that all State
agencies work in unison for the protection and care of the
residents of rooming houses, boarding houses, and residential
health care facilities.

Codes and Standards. Provides for the management of the
Division of Codes and Standards, which includes Housing Code
Enforcement, Uniform Construction Code, Boarding Home
Regulation and Assistance, and Workplace Standards.
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18. Uniform Fire Code (C52:27D-192 et seq.). Provides for
public education programs to inform the general public on fire
prevention, and coordinates volunteer emergency service loans
and training for local firefighters. Provides services under the
Uniform Fire Safety Act, including research and planning, fire
code enforcement, National Fire Incident Reporting System, fire
incident reporting, training and technical assistance, inspection
of State-owned and leased buildings, licensing and warranting of
fire systems installers, monitoring and compliance, and
firefighter injury and fatality investigation.

20. Hackensack Meadowlands Development Commission
(C13:17-1 et seq.). Responsible for the preservation and

physical development of 20,000 acres of salt water swamps,
meadows, and marshes in the Hackensack Meadowlands.

Workplace Standards. Provides for the protection of life and
property in the use and operation of boilers, pressure vessels and
refrigeration systems through the adoption and enforcement of
codes and standards for construction, design, alteration, repair,
operation, use and inspection of boilers and pressure vessels.
Licenses lead abatement contractors, issues annual permits to
asbestos workers and supervisors, and enforces the law regarding
ashestos removal in all buildings in New Jersey. Inspects ski lifts,
liquid propane gas facilities, and carnival/amusement rides in the
interest of public safety.

The amount hereinabove for the Council on Affordable Housing and Neighborhood Preservation-Fair Housing accounts shall be payable
from the receipts of the portion of the realty transfer tax directed to be credited to the Neighborhood Preservation Nonlapsing Revolving
Fund pursuant to section 4 of P.L. 1968, c. 49 (C.46:15-8) and from the receipts of the portion of the realty transfer tax directed to be
credited to the Neighborhood Preservation Nonlapsing Revolving Fund pursuant to section 4 of P.L. 1975, c. 176 (C.46:15-10.1). Any
receipts in excess of the amount anticipated, and any unexpended balance as of June 30, 2001 are appropriated, subject to the approval of
the Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting.

The amount hereinabove for the Housing Code Enforcement program classification is payable out of the fees and penalties derived from
bureau activities. If these receipts are less than anticipated, the appropriation shall be reduced proportionately.

The unexpended balance as of June 30, 2001, in the Housing Code Enforcement program classification, together with any receipts in excess
of the amount anticipated, is appropriated, subject to the approval of the Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting.

The amount hereinabove for the Uniform Fire Code program classification is payable out of the fees and penalties derived from inspection
and enforcement activities. If these receipts are less than anticipated, the appropriation shall be reduced proportionately.

The unexpended balance as of June 30, 2001 in the Uniform Fire Code program classification, together with any receipts in excess of the
amount anticipated, is appropriated, subject to the approval of the Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting.

The unexpended balance as June 30, 2001 in the Thermal Imaging Camera Grant Program is appropriated for grants to regional and local fire
organizations. The thermal imaging cameras shall be procured by the Department of Community Affairs.

The amount hereinabove for Shelter Assistance is payable from the receipts of the portion of the realty transfer tax directed to be credited to
the Neighborhood Preservation Nonlapsing Revolving Fund pursuant to section 4 of P.L. 1968, c. 49 (C.46:15-8) and from the receipts
of the portion of the realty transfer tax directed to be credited to the Neighborhood Preservation Nonlapsing Revolving Fund pursuant to
section 4 of P.L. 1975, c. 176 (C.46:15-10.1). If the receipts are less than anticipated, the appropriation shall be reduced proportionately.

The unexpended balance as of June 30, 2001 in the Shelter Assistance account is appropriated.

The Commissioner of the Department of Community Affairs shall report to the Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting and the
Joint Budget Oversight Committee, not later than March 1, 2002, statistical and financial information on the expenditure of funds from
the Shelter Assistance account for fiscal year 2002. Such information shall specifically include the number, types, location, and costs of
beds made available for occupancy with the funds appropriated herein.

Upon determination by the Commissioner that all eligible shelter assistance projects have received funding from the amount appropriated for
Shelter Assistance from receipts of the portions of the realty transfer tax dedicated to the Neighborhood Preservation Nonlapsing
Revolving Fund, any available balance in the Shelter Assistance account may be transferred to the Neighborhood Preservation-Fair
Housing account, subject to the approval of the Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting.

The unexpended balance as of June 30, 2001 in the Prevention of Homelessness account is appropriated.

There is appropriated to the Revolving Housing Development and Demonstration Grant Fund an amount not to exceed 50% of the penalties
derived from bureau activities in the Housing Code Enforcement program classification, subject to the approval of the Director of the
Division of Budget and Accounting.

Receipts from repayment of loans from the Downtown Business Improvement Loan Fund, together with the unexpended balance of such loan
fund as of June 30, 2001 and any interest thereon, are appropriated for the purposes of P.L. 1998, c.115 (40:56-71.1 et seq.).
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The amount appropriated hereinabove for Brownfields Redevelopment Grants shall be allocated to the New Jersey Redevelopment Authority
to pay site acquisition, remediation and demolition costs of brownfield redevelopment projects in eligible municipalities, provided that
the remediation plan for any brownfield site shall be subject to the approval of the Department of Environmental Protection and subject
to the approval of the State Treasurer. Brownfields redevelopment moneys may take the form of grants, recoverable grants or loans, and
all loans or recovered grants shall be repaid to the General Fund and reappropriated for the same purposes or reallocated subject to the
approval of the State Treasurer. The authority shall develop project financing criteria that are consistent with the provisions and
objectives of the “New Jersey Urban Redevelopment Act,” P. L. 1966, c. 62 (C.55:19-20 et al.).

Of the amount hereinabove for Brownfields, $750,000 is appropriated for Brownfields Redevelopment Grants for the support of a private
nonprofit economic development corporation authorized to undertake redevelopment projects and activities for the City of Trenton.

Such amounts necessary for the payment of principal and interest on outstanding notes of the Hackensack Meadowlands Development
Commission are appropriated, subject to the approval of the Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting.

Notwithstanding the provisions of section 35 of P.L. 1975, c. 326 (C.13:17-10.1), sections 10 and 11 of P.L. 1981, c. 306 (C.13:1E-109 and
C.13:1E-110), section 8 of P.L. 1985, c. 368 (C.13:1E-176), or any rules and regulations adopted pursuant thereto, or any order issued
by the Board of Public Utilities to the contrary, if the aggregate balance in the closure and post-closure escrow accounts established by
the Hackensack Meadowlands Development Commission for the closure and post-closure monitoring of the sanitary landfill facilities
operated by the Hackensack Meadowlands Development Commission is in excess of the amount necessary, as calculated pursuant to the
financial plan for the closure and post-closure of the sanitary landfill facilities prepared by the Hackensack Meadowlands Development
Commission and approved by the Department of Environmental Protection for the proper closure and post-closure monitoring of the
sanitary landfill facilities, an amount equal to the excess amount, or $3,205,000 whichever is less, shall be withdrawn from the escrow
accounts by the Hackensack Meadowlands Development Commission and paid to the State Treasurer for deposit in the General Fund
and the amount so deposited shall be appropriated to the Hackensack Meadowlands Development Commission for operational costs. Of
the amount so deposited and appropriated to the Hackensack Meadowlands Development Commission, $110,000 shall be made
available to the Hackensack Meadowlands Municipal Committee for operational costs.

Notwithstanding the provisions of section 35 of P.L. 1975, c. 326 (C.13:17-10.1), sections 10 and 11 of P.L. 1981, c. 306 (C.13:1E-109 and
C.13:1E-110), section 8 of P.L. 1985, c. 368 (C.13:1E-176), or any rules and regulations adopted pursuant thereto, or any order issued
by the Board of Public Utilities to the contrary, an amount equal to $2,800,000 of the calendar year 2001 interest earnings on the
aggregate balance in the closure and post-closure escrow accounts established by the Hackensack Meadowlands Development
Commission for the closure and post-closure monitoring of the sanitary landfill facilities operated by the commission shall be withdrawn
from the escrow accounts by the Hackensack Meadowlands Development Commission and paid to the State Treasurer for deposit in the
General Fund for general State use.

Notwithstanding the provisions of section 35 of P.L.1975, ¢.326 (C.13:17-10.1), sections 10 and 11 of P.L.1981, ¢.306 (C.13:1E-109 and
C.13:1E-110), section 8 of P.L.1985, ¢.368 (C.13:1E-176), or any rules and regulations adopted pursuant thereto, or any order issued by
the Board of Public Utilities to the contrary, an amount equal to $312,000 of the calendar year 2001 interest earnings on the aggregate
balance in the closure and post-closure monitoring of the sanitary landfill facilities operated by the Hackensack Meadowlands
Development Commission shall be withdrawn from the escrow accounts by the commission and paid to the State Treasurer for deposit in
the General Fund, and the amount so deposited is appropriated for payment to the Hackensack Meadowlands Tax Sharing Stabilization
Fund and paid to the commission in accordance with the certification of the fund’s requirements, for distribution by the commission to
municipalities entitled to payments from the fund for 2001.

Notwithstanding any other law to the contrary, there is appropriated from the Sanitary Landfill Contingency Fund an amount equal to any
moneys remaining in the escrow account of the Kingsland Sanitary Landfill, established pursuant to section 10 of P.L. 1981, ¢.306
(C.13:1E-109), subsequent to its proper and complete closure pursuant to law, for the funding of the proper closure of sanitary landfills
owned or to be acquired by the Hackensack Meadowlands Development Commission, subject to the approval of the Director of the
Division of Budget and Accounting.

Of the amount appropriated for the Urban Coordinating Council (UCC) Neighborhood Grants Program, amounts may be transferred to the
Department of Law and Public Safety for the Police Community Partnerships Program and to the Department of Human Services for the
School-Based Youth Services Program and to the Department of Corrections for the Mental Health and Substance Abuse Program,
subject to the approval of the Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting.

Language Recommendations -- State Aid - General Fund

Of the sum hereinabove for Neighborhood Preservation-Fair Housing, a sum not to exceed $300,000 may be used for matching on a 50/50
basis for the administrative costs of the Federal Small Cities Block Grant.

Any receipts in excess of the amount anticipated in the Neighborhood Preservation-Fair Housing account are appropriated.

The unexpended balance as of June 30, 2001, in the Relocation Assistance account is appropriated.

The amount hereinabove for Neighborhood Preservation-Fair Housing is payable from the receipts of the portion of the realty transfer tax
directed to be credited to the Neighborhood Preservation Nonlapsing Revolving Fund pursuant to section 4 of P.L. 1968, c. 49
(C.46:15-8), and from the receipts of the portion of the realty transfer tax directed to be credited to the Neighborhood Preservation
Nonlapsing Revolving Fund pursuant to section 4 of P.L. 1975, c. 176 (C.46:15-10.1). If the receipts are less than anticipated, the
appropriation shall be reduced proportionately.

Of the amount hereinabove for Neighborhood Preservation-Fair Housing, an amount not to exceed $2,500,000 may be used to provide
technical assistance grants to non-profit housing organizations and authorities for creating and supporting affordable housing
opportunities.

The unexpended balance as of June 30, 2001 in the Neighborhood Preservation-Fair Housing account is appropriated.
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Notwithstanding any law to the contrary, funds appropriated for Neighborhood Preservation-Fair Housing may be provided directly to the
housing project being assisted; provided, however, that any such project have the support by resolution of the governing body of the
municipality in which it is located.

In addition to the sum hereinabove for Relocation Assistance, such amounts as may be required to fund relocation costs of boarding home
residents are appropriated from the Boarding Home Rental Assistance Fund.

The unexpended balance as of June 30, 2001 in the Aid for GAAP Accounting Implementation is appropriated. Any training from Aid for
GAAP Accounting Implementation shall be through purely voluntary local interest and nothing provided in this act shall require any
municipality to adopt GAAP accounting or to participate in a program to encourage GAAP accounting.

Notwithstanding any provisions of the “Local Budget Law,” N.J.S.40A:4-1 et seq., to the contrary, the Director of the Division of Local
Government Services may require any municipality which is determined to be experiencing fiscal distress pursuant to the provisions of
the “Special Municipal Aid Act,” P.L. 1987, c. 75 (C.52:27D-118.24 et seq.), to anticipate and include in its annual budget any
additional item or amount of revenue as the Director deems to be appropriate and fiscally prudent.

Notwithstanding any provision of law to the contrary, municipal appropriations for “Reserve for Tax Appeals” may be made in exception to
spending limitations pursuant to section 3 of P.L. 1976, c. 68 (C.40A:4-45.3).

Notwithstanding any provision of law to the contrary, any qualified municipality as defined in section 1 of P.L. 1978, c.14 (C.52:27D-178)
for fiscal year 2001, and the Borough of Keansburg, shall continue to be a qualified municipality thereunder for fiscal year 2002.

The unexpended balance as of June 30, 2001 in the Domestic Violence Training Cost Reimbursement-Local Law Enforcement Agencies
account is appropriated.

Language Recommendations -- State Aid - Property Tax Relief Fund

The amount hereinabove for Special Municipal Aid has been reduced to reflect savings attributable to eligible municipalities from the PFRS
proposal now pending before the legislatureas P. L. ___c. __ (C. ). In the event that this legislation is not approved, there are
appropriated such additional sums as may be required to provide full funding for this purpose to each eligible municipality, as certified
by the Director of the Division of Local Government Services, and subject to the approval of the Director of the Division of Budget and
Accounting.

In addition to the amount appropriated hereinabove for Special Municipal Aid, an amount not to exceed $1.5 million is appropriated, subject
to the approval of the Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting, to provide for repayment of interest on short term notes issued
by qualified municipalities in fiscal 2001 in anticipation of the fiscal 2002 Special Municipal Aid Appropriation.

There is appropriated $18 million for economic revitalization projects in the City of Camden pending the approval of P. L. , (now
pending before the Legislature as A2853), subject to the approval of the Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting.

The amount hereinabove for Consolidated Municipal Property Tax Relief Aid shall be distributed on the following schedule: on or before
July 15, 35% of the total amount due; August 1, 10% of the total amount due; September 1, 30% of the total amount due; October 1, 15%
of the total amount due; November 1, 5% of the total amount due; and December 1, 5% of the total amount due.

Notwithstanding any law to the contrary, from the amount received from the Consolidated Municipal Property Tax Relief Aid program, each
municipality shall be required to distribute to each fire district within its boundaries the amount received by the fire district from the
Supplementary Aid for Fire Services program pursuant to the provisions of the fiscal year 1995 annual appropriations act, P. L. 1994, c.
67.

Municipalities that received Municipal Revitalization Program aid in fiscal year 1995 pursuant to the provisions of P. L. 1994, c. 67 shall
continue to be subject to the provisions of the “Special Municipal Aid Act,” P. L. 1987, c. 75 (C.52:27D-118.24 et seq.), and the Director
of the Division of Local Government Services may withhold aid payments or portions thereof from any municipality that fails to comply
with those provisions, until such time as the Director determines the municipality to be in compliance.

Notwithstanding any law to the contrary, the amount hereinabove for Consolidated Municipal Property Tax Relief Aid shall be distributed in
the same amounts, and to the same municipalities which received funding pursuant to the fiscal year 2001 annual appropriations act, P.
L. 1999, c. 138, and adjusted according to the provisions of P. L. 1999, c. 168, or pursuant to other amendatory or supplementary law
except that the amount received by the City of Newark shall be reduced by an amount certified by the Division of Taxation and
appropriated to the Division of Taxation for any aspect of the revaluation of real property in Newark, subject to the approval of the
Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting.

Of the amount appropriated hereinabove for Consolidated Municipal Property Tax Relief Aid, $13,091,746 is appropriated to those
municipalities which have experienced a loss in business personal property tax revenues as a result of reductions in the assessed value of
personal property of local exchange telephone companies - Taxable Value of Machinery, Implements, and Equipment of Telephone
Messenger System - between 1998 and 2000 as a result of the use of new tax depreciation methods by such companies and which further
qualify for the receipt of such State aid in accordance with this paragraph. The Director of the Division of Taxation shall certify to the
Director of the Division of Local Government Services the amount of the decrease in assessed value of such personal property of local
exchange telephone companies for each municipality between 1998 and 2000. The Director of the Division of Local Government
Services shall then utilize this information to calculate the amount of total property taxes lost by each municipality in calendar year 2000
and shall identify those municipalities whose loss in property taxes is equal to or greater than one percent of the total municipal property
tax levy in 2000. Such qualified municipalities shall receive State aid from the amount appropriated hereinabove, in the amounts
certified by the Director of the Division of Local Government Services, to offset the loss of such property taxes. Such State aid shall be
added to the amount of Consolidated Municipal Property Tax Relief Aid otherwise allocated to the municipalities for Fiscal Year 2002.
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05.

The Director shall further take such actions as may be necessary to ensure that the proportion of State aid that would have otherwise been
used for the support of public schools will be used to reduce the school property tax levy for those affected school districts with the
remaining State Aid used as municipal property tax relief. The chief financial officer of the municipality shall pay to the school districts
such amounts as may be due by December 31, 2001.

Notwithstanding any law to the contrary, whenever funds appropriated as State aid and payable to any municipality, which municipality
requests and receives the approval of the Local Finance Board, such funds may be pledged as a guarantee for payment of principal and
interest on any bond anticipation notes issued pursuant to N.J.S.40A:2-8 and any tax anticipation notes issued pursuant to
N.J.S.40A:4-64 by such municipality. Such funds, if so pledged, shall be made available by the State Treasurer upon receipt of a written
notification by the Director of the Division of Local Government Services that the municipality does not have sufficient funds available
for prompt payment of principal and interest on such notes, and shall be paid by the State Treasurer directly to the holders of such notes
at such time and in such amounts as specified by the director, notwithstanding that payment of such funds does not coincide with any
date for payment otherwise fixed by law.

Any unexpended balance as of June 30, 2001 in the Extraordinary Aid (C.52:27D-118.36) (PTRF) account previously designated by law to
fund or reimburse costs incurred by any local government unit to implement the Gov-Connect - Government-to-Government Network,
as determined by the Director of the Division of Budget and Accounting, is appropriated.

The amount appropriated hereinabove for the Legislative Initiative Municipal Block Grant Program (PTRF) shall be distributed to the same
municipalities and in the same proportions as the distributions received therefrom during fiscal year 2001.

In addition to the amount hereinabove for the Legislative Initiative Municipal Block Grant program there are appropriated such sums as may
be necessary, not to exceed $1 million, to hold harmless any town that lost population between the 1990 and 2000 U.S. Census counts.

To continue to address the needs of New Jersey’s disadvantaged
population through community-based organizations and agen-
cies of local government.

To serve as the central permanent agency for the coordination of
programs and services for the women of New Jersey, and as a
planning agency for the development of new programs and
services with the underlying theme of ensuring rights and
opportunities for all of New Jersey’s women.

To empower the Hispanic community in New Jersey through the
process of inclusion in policy development and relevant services.

To increase energy conservation and reduce the utility costs of
low-income households through the weatherization of single and
multi-family dwellings; and through direct energy assistance
payments.

To assess and respond to the recreation needs of New Jersey’s
mentally and physically challenged citizens through events such
as the Special Olympics and the Tournament of Champions.

To promote representation of the interests and needs of the
State’s low-income people in state policy deliberations on issues
of relevance to them.

PROGRAM CLASSIFICATIONS

Community Resources. Provides assistance to nonprofit
groups, local governments, and other local organizations in
improving the quality of life for the State’s low-income
population. In addition to serving as the New Jersey Office of
Economic Opportunity (C52:27D-7), supports programs for
disadvantaged groups, community action agencies, community
development, community recreation (especially for the handi-
capped), the Hispanic community, and weatherization.
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The Center for Hispanic Policy, Research and Development
(CHPRD) ensures the empowerment of the Latino/Hispanic
community of the State through the provision of grants to
Hispanic community-based organizations for innovative pro-
grams and initiatives; technical assistance and referral services
aimed at empowering Hispanic community-based organizations;
creating training/employment opportunities for Hispanic college
interns (a source of potential leadership); conducting and
supporting research on Hispanics in New Jersey; developing
public/private partnerships that would enrich CHPRD programs
and initiatives and provide additional resources; and recognizing
the contributions of the Latino community in New Jersey.

Special Olympics, supported through volunteers, is a statewide
program of sports training and athletic competition for mentally,
physically, and learning disabled children and adults.

The State Office of Recreation (created by P.L. 1950, c.338)
promotes and encourages the development and expansion of
recreational facilities, sites, programs and opportunities for all
citizens including the developmentally and physically chal-
lenged.

Women’s Programs. The Division on Women (C52:27D-43.9)
serves as the central permanent agency for the coordination of
programs and services for the women of New Jersey, and as a
planning agency for the development of new programs and
services. Executive Order No. 61 (1992) established the Office
on the Prevention of Violence Against Women within the
Division. The Division administers grant programs for displaced
homemakers, urban women, Hispanic women, sexual assault
programs, information hotlines, and women’s shelters, and
carries out multiple activities to expand rights and opportunities
for all of New Jersey’s women.
